PRINCE 10 DIVORCE AMERICAN WIFE. 


Princess of Caraman-Chi y, Former- 
ly Clara Ward of New York, Incurs 
Her Husband’s Displeasture. 


Paris, Nov. 22.—Action for divorce has 
been commenced by Prince Joseph of Cara- 
man-Chimay, a Belgian nobleman, against 
his wife, the Princess of Caraman-Chimay, 
who was formerly Miss Clara Ward of De- 
trolt, a very beautiful woman, who inherited 
a large fortune from her father and who was 
a great favorite in Parisian society. The suit 
for divorce has brought out a story of the 
abduction of the Princess by a Hungarian 
gypsy violinist. It is reported that the 
Princess was eccentric to the degree of be- 
ing mentally unbalanced and that she often 
visited Paris, where she possessed a simple 
pied-A-terre. 

Detroit, Mich., Novy. .22.—[{Spec.al.]—The 
Princess of Chimay, née Clara Ward, was 
the daughter of the late Capt. Eber B. 
Ward of Detroit, where she was born in 
1873.. She is, therefore, 23 years oid. Capt. 
Ward was at that time living in the old 
homestead, now the home of the Good Shep- 
herd, on Fort street. He died suddenly when 
Clara was but 2 years old, and the mother. 
who was Capt. Ward’s second wife, left 
Detroit with her daughter, spending three 
years in travel in the East. In 1879 she 
was marr'ed to Alexander Cameron, a 
Windsor lawyer, afterwards of the banking 
firm of Cameron, Curry & Co. of Toronto 
and Windsor. Clara lived in Toronto until 
she reach«d the age of 14, when she was 
sent to England to school. 

Miss Ward was of atrestless, reckless dis- 
position and even when in school spent ex- 
travagant sums of money. Her father had 
left her a princely fortune, from which at 
this time she was getting an ‘ncome of 
$40,000 yearly. She chafed under her moth- 
er’s restraint and disliked being compelled 
to remain in school. 

* In 1890, at the age of 15, she visited Paris 
with Mr. Cameron and it was at a diplo- 
matic dinner given there in honor of several 
Canadian officials that she met Prince Jo- 
seph. He became attached to her at once, 
but although he was highly accomplished 
and,a thorough gentleman, she did not re- 
turn his affection. Her mother, however, 
pressed her to accept his hand, and it was 
in a great measure to free herselt from the 


irksome restraint of school that Ciara con-. 


sented and was married in Paris in the 
same year. 

In order to pay up the Prince’s acbts $100,- 
000 of her fortune was settied on him at 
marriage, the rest being kept in the hands 
of her agent.. Their married life was not 
of the happiest. Two separations occurred, 
but matters were patched up. 

It is said that the Prince put up with a 
great deal, bearing his wife’s recklessness 
with a remarkable dégree of forbearance. 

The Princess is considered very beautiful 
by Europeans and was a speciai favorite 
of King Leopold of Beigium. She has never 
returned to this country since her inarriage. 

Her stepfather, Alexander Cameron, died 
two years ago and Mrs. Cameron a short 
time since married John Morrow of Mont- 
real,

MR. MORTON'S ANNUAL REPOXT. 


Says the Farmer Is Al) Right and Gives | 


Facts : to ‘Prove It. 


‘Washington, D. C., Nov. 22,~Secretary 


Morton in his fourth afinual report just 
made public shows that with $280,000 which 
. may be sayed from the appropriations for 
the current fiscal year there will have been 
covered back into the Treasury since March 
7, 1898, over $2,000,000 out of total appropri- 
gation of $11,179,455. | 

That this economy was effected without 
any loss of efficiency he attributes in a large 
da to the improvement in the person- 
“hel of the force under civil service rules, 
‘ which he declares to be “ absolutely indis- 
pensable to the maintenance of an econom- 
ic and efficient administration of the public 
service.”’ 


To complete “the already almost perfect 
‘system of civil service’”’ in his department 
‘the Secretary recommends the appointment 

_ of a permanent director in charge of bureaus 
and scientific investigations. The chiefs of 


scientific bureaus and their assistants, he 


declares, are not adequately compensated, 
-and he strongly recommends that the sal- 
dries of this class of employés be increased. 


The inspection of animals intended for 


food is treated of at length, and stress is 
laid upon the increased efficiency of the 
work, due to the extension of civil service 
rules, which has been very rapid in this 
service. The total number of ante-mortem

‘* Legislation,’’ he says, “ can neither plow 
nor. plant. The intelligent, practical, and 
successful farmer needs no aid from the 
government, The ignorant, impractical, and 
indolent farmer deserves none. It is not the 
business of the government to legislate in 
behalf of any class of citizens because they 
are engaged in any specific calling, no mat- 
ter how essential the calling may be to the 
needs and comforts of civilization. Law- 
makers cannot erase natural laws nor re- 
strict or .efface the operation of economic 
laws. It is a beneficent arrangement of the 
order of things and the conditions of human 
life that legislators are not permitted to re- 
peal, amend, or revise the laws of produc- 
tion and distribution.’’ 


Competition from Free Farms. 
Referring to the stress of competition 


which the American farmer is compelled to 


endure, Mr. Morton calls attention to the 
nearly 2,000,000 of farms of eighty acres 
each given away by the government under 
the homestead act of 1866, during the last 
thirty years, and to the amount donated un- 
der the timber culture law, equivalent to 
over 550,000 more farms of the same size.

NEW JERSEY AND THE PRESIDENCY. 


Will Be Nearer Next Year than the 
State Has Ever Been Except Once, | 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—{Special.]— 
New Jersey has never yet had one of its 
citizens at the head of the government. 
The nearest it came to the honor of direct- 
ing the affairs of the government from the 
White House office was in having one of its 
choice men, Samuel L. Southard, in a posi- 
tion where, in the case of the remoyal, 
death, or resignation of the President, he 
would have been first in the line of euc- 
cession to the Presidency, and two others, 
Jonathan Dayton and William Pennington, 
who, as Speakers of the House of Represent- 
atives, would, under the law as it then ex-

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BUT MACEO WASN’T THERE, : 
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Lands long tilled and rendered partially in- 
fertile could not, of course, enhance in value 
and sell in competition with virgin soil 
donated by the government. No legisla- 
tion relative to the public domain has been 
so directly.inimical to the farmers who had 
bought and paid for the lands upon which 
they had lived and labored. It was impos- 
sible for farmers in the old States to profit- 
ably sell their products in competition with 
those of newer States grown upon lands 
which cost their owners nothing. 

Referring to the impression that greater 
rates of interest are charged for money 
loaned upon farms than for that loaned 
upon other kinds of real estate, Secretary 

rton states that the rate of interest 
charged on mortgages upon residential prep- 
erty other than farms averages eighty-four 
hundredths of 1 per cent less than the rate 
of interest charged upon farm loans. 
uring the 1 year just ended the ex- 
rted products ‘ef American farms aggre- 
ated $570,000,000, an increase of $17,000,- 
over the preceding year. In spite of this 
there was a falling off in the percentage 
of agricultural products exported to the total 
exports, but this was due to the unprece- 
defited sate abroad of American manufact- 
ured goods. 
Value of the Home Market. 


The largest market for our products is 
admitted to be the home market, but the 
export trade is the regulator, the balance 
wheel for domestic trade. It follows that 
the interest of the manufacturer as well as 
of the farmer is found in the most rapid 
possible increase of the export of farm 
products. General prosperity depenas ab- 
solutely upon agricultural prosperity, and 
any commercial system which will increase 
with celerity and extend with certainty the 
export of our farm products will be of the 
utmost advantage to agriculture and all 
those interested {n its profitable expansion, 
That political economy which begt advances 
the interest of the agriculturist furnishes 
the best impetus to the manufacturer of 
the United States, for his best customers 
are farmers and those who depend directly 
for profit upon the prosperity of farmers. 

Secretary Morton asks if a nation which, 
like the United States} possesses the greaf- 
est power and facilities for producing and 
manufacturing things which the world de- 
mands is not destined to monopolize the 
markets of the globe. With the most favar- 
able conditions for varied and successful 
agriculture and the lightest burden of na- 
tional taxation, what country, he asks, can 
compete with this in developing the best 
results of human toil with a minimum of 
human efforts? 


American Labor Well Paid. 


With our wonderful labor saving contriv- 
ances applied to. nearly every avenue of 
producing the wages paid in the United 
States, in the production of wheat and cot- 
ton, for instance, are 30 to 100 pe: cent high- 
er than in the countries with which we 
compete, so that the wages paid in manu- 
factures from metals are from 25 to 100 per 
eent higher than, the wages paid workers 
in the same industries by other naiions. 

Under the foregoing conditions about 
1,700,000 -laborefs on American farms are 
constantly employed in develdping agricult- 
ural products for exportation. 

At the same time, with a rapidly increas- 
ing export of manufactured articles from 
the United States, the number of iaborers 
engaged in mechanical occtpations, who 
must depend for their steady employment 
upon the demand which the world makes 
for American goods, is constantly increas- 
ing. “It is," he concludes, “ probably 
quite safe to declare that at least 2,000,000 
of American workmen on farms and in 
factories subsist almost wholly upon em- 
ployment based upon foreign demand for 
American commodities. And in this. con- 
test for fecding and furnishing mankind— 
notwithstanding the fierce competition 
which it meets all over the globe—American 
agriculture, manufacture, and commerce 
are steadily gaining more trade, and thus 
furnishing an enlarged wages fund, on a 
gold basis, out. of which some millions of 
American laborers and skilled artisans 

raw their yearly remuneration, and upon 
which they and their families largely de- 
yend for employment and comfort.” 


WASHINGTON’S IDEA OF A SENATOR. 


Precedent in the Case of Gen. Ames, 
Elected from Mississippi, 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—[Special.]— 
The offer by the successful Popocrats of the 
State of Washington to elect Candidate Bry- 
an to one of the seats in the United States 
Senate to which that State is entitigl hus 
been followed by an explanation, made with 
something akin to pride, by Washington 
Popocrats, to the effect that the framers 
of the Constitution of the new State had in 
mind the idea of letting its seats in the 


, United States Senate ta the highest bidder, or, 


rather, to such persons as would bring into 
the State the greatest amount of wealth or 
who would otherwise best help to boom or 
attract attention to the vast resources of 
the new member of the Union. 

For such a procedure as that suggested 
in Washington State it is claimed there are 
precedents. The latest case, however, in 
which a kindred matter was authoritatively 
passed upon was that of Gen. Adelbert 
Ames, the son-in-law of the late Gen. Ben- 
jamin F. Butler of Massachusetts. Ames 
was an army officer, born in Maine, who 
had effects in his father’s possession there, 
and had visited there, but owned no land 
and had no home in the Pine Tree State. 
Shortly before the reconstruction of. the 
State of Mississippi Gen. Ames, as an offi- 
cer of the army, became Provisional Gov- 
ernor and also District Commander of that 
State. While he was holding these two po- 
sitions Congress passed an act restoring the 
State of Mississippi to representation in 
Congress. Under this act Unit States 
Senators were to be elected. Gen. Ames, 
being then in Mississippi, wae elected to be 


| One of the two United States Senators from 


the rehabilitated State of Mississippi, and 
after his election resigned his commission 


| in the army. 


Gen. Ames’ credentials having been re- 


‘ferred ta the Committee on the Judiciary 


in 


isted, have been third in line of sucession 
to the Presidency. 

Next year, however, New Jersey will be 
only one remove from the place in the White 
House, and will fill the office of Vice-Presi- 
dent and President of the Senate, which 
will then be of greater importance than 
it generally happens to be, because in the 
next Senate the parties are. likely to be 
so divided as to make !t quite probable that 
the Senate will frequently come to a tie vote 
on important questions, and Vice-President 
Hobart will have opportunity to break the 
tie by his vote. 

When Samuel L. Southard was President 
pro tempore of the Senate in 1841-"42 the law 
directed that in case of the death, resigna- 
tion, or inability of both the President and 
Vice-President of the United States the 
President of the Senate, or, if there is none, 
then the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, for the time being, shall act as 
President until the disability is removed 
or a President elected. Mr. Southard was 
next in the order of succession, President 
Harrison ,having died and Vice-President 
Tyler having, become President. 

A, further fact about New Jersey is that 
the State has not been favored in the matter 
of Cabinet offices, there having been only 
four Cabinet Ministers—Samuel L. Southard, 
Secretary of the Navy, 1828-’25; Mahlon 
Dickerson, Secretary of the Navy, 1834-’37; 
George M. Robeson, Secretary of the Navy, 
1869-’73; and Frederick T. Frelinghuysen, 
Secretary of State, 1881-’85. 


MEN WITH ONE CHRISTIAN NAME. 


Tradition That the Peaqple Prefer Them 
for President. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—{Special.J— 
The election of McKinley is a strong con- 
firmation of the old tradition.that the Amer- 
ican people like their Presidents to have 
only one Christian name. Predictions of 
McKinley's election based on this fact were 
made among the political gossips in Wash- 
ington immediately after the Jennings in 
Bryan’s name was reported. The first five 
Presidents had no middle name, and when 
McKinley is inaugurated he will be the 
seventeenth President without one. 

The list includes George Washington, John 
Adams, Thomas Jefferson, James Madison, 
James Monroe, Andrew Jackson, Martin 
Van Buren, John Tyler, Zachary Taylor, 
Millard, Fillmore, Franklin Pierce, James 
Buchanan, Abraham Lincoln, Andrew John- 
son, Grover Cleveland, and Benjamin Har- 
rison. 

The exceptions to the rule were John Quin- 
cy Adams, William Henry Harrison, James 
kK. Polk, Ulysses 8. Grant, Rutherford B. 
Hayes, James Abram Garfield, and Chester 
A. Arthur. 

Seven Vice-Presidents subsequently be- 
came Chief. Executives, but Arthur was the 
only one with a middle name. 

Maj. McKinley will be William the Second 
in the Presidential succession, his only pre- 
decessor bearing the name of the great 
conqueror being William Henry Harrison. 
also of Ohio, who, however, died after he had 
occupied the White House for only a single 
month in 1841. : 

The same gossips call attention to the fact 
that both Presidents who bore the name of 
the Jewish patriarch were the victims of an 
assassin’s bullet—Abraham Lincoln and 
Abram Garfield. 


WEATHER BUREAU ANNUAL REPORT. 


More than 82 Per Cent of Forecasts 
Have Been Verified. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—Prof. Willis 
L. Moore, Chief of the Weather Bureau, has 
submitted to the Secretary of Agriculture 
his report of the operations of the bureau 
during the fiscal year of his administration. 
Of the forecast and warnings Prof. Moore 

Says in part: 

“Timely warnings’ of all severe storms 
likely to cause injury to shipping were sent 
to all maritime stations and resulted in al- 
most incalculable benefit. In the harbor of 
baffalo alone during six of the most severe 
storms of the last winter a total of over 150 
vessels, aggregating in value upwards of 
$17,000,000, having on board about 1,800 per- 
sons, were detained in port by reason of the 
weather bureau warnings.”’ 

The professor points out that asa result of 
the danger signals displayed at all 
points in advance of the West In- 
dia hurricanes on the Atlantic coast 
no lives were lost and but little prop- 
erty destroyed that no cold wave or frost 
of unusual intensity has occurred without 
forewarning, and that while no disastrous 
floods have occurred during the year, warn- 
ings given by the bureau in cases of héavy 
rains and melting snows were the means of 
saving large amounts of property. 

The average percentage of verification of 
the bureau’s forecasts during the year was 
82.4 per cent, an improvement of 2.4 over 
that of last year. 

More prominence has been given to the 
Subject of aerial investigations than to 
other experimental work. Concerted cloud 
observations in coéperation with foreign 
countries have been made at a number of 
Stations. From these it is hoped to gain in- 
formation regarding the general circulation 
of the atmosphere, particularly during the 
stormy weather. | 

The report says it is not believed that 
there has been an increase in either the 
frequency. or severity of tornadoes. Un- 
fortunately those of the present year have 
swept through populous sections of the 
eountry.. Three hundred and six ‘rsons 
lost their lives in the storm of May 27 last, 
more than the aggregate loss by violent 
winds during the years 1891 and 1895. 

During the three severe tropical storms 
that occurred during the present fall sea- 
son and for which hurricane signals were 
issued by the bureau about 2,000 vessels 
came into or remained in port on the East- 
ern gulf and Atlantic coasts during the 
periods for which the warnings were issued.

REPUDIATES SENTIMENTS IN DECLA- 
RATION OF INDEPENDENCE. 


Declares That the People of the United 
States Have Long Since Abandoned 
the Theory That Government Rests 
on the Consent of the Governed— 
Gives Sending of Troops to Chicago 
to Suppress the Strikers as an In- 
stance—Answers Dr. Moody. 


New York, Nov. 22 ‘ »recial.)-The Rev. 
Dr. Lyman Abbott, pastor of Plymouth 
Church, Brooklyn, tonight closed one of his 
critical lectures upon the Hebrew scriptures 
by a repudiation of the theory. of the Decla- 
ration of Independence that government 
rests on the consent of the governed. 

The action of the North in the civil war and 
of the soldiers at the Chicago riots were, he 
said, the answer of the American people to 
that proposition. It is years since Plymouth 


was crowded as it was tonight. Dr. Abbott 


has been attacked, first by Brooklyn preach- 
ers and then by Dwight L. Moody, the evan- 
gelist, for the freedom of his talk on the Bi- 
ble. He began his sermon with what might 
be construed as a defense. 

“The Bible needs ngither defense nor eulo- 
gy.”’ said he. ‘“‘ Your presence here tonight In 
such numbers is evidence of the hold the 
Bible has on all thoughtful men and women. 
1 desire te explain simply certain aspects of 
the book, and I leave it to be its «vn de- 
fender.’’ 

Moses and his works were ti. ,roper 
subject of the evening. The question of 
authority of the government, said Dr. Ab- 


bott, had always,¢perplexed thinkers. One 


theory was that w should be enforced by 


the superior of the inferior, with the penalty 


for violation, that underlie all despotic 
torms of government. The second theory 


was that government rested on the consent 


of the governed. Our fathers had adopted 
that theory and placed it in the Declaration 


ef Independence. 


‘When Horace Greeley said ‘Let the 
erring sisters go,’ we answered that theory. 
When we, with muskets, faved the rioters 


at Chicago, who demanded that we govern 


them only with their consent, that was 
America’s answer to a declaration that 
government rests on the consent of the 
governed. It still stands in the Declaration 
of Independence, but we no longer believe 
in it, nor in the philosophy on which it 1s

* We have a complete series of each ani® 
mal,’’ said Prof. Eliott, * the young and old 
at different ages, casts.of heats and mus- 
cles, photegraphs of living and dead anl- 
mals, cases of plants growing in the coun- 
try where the animais Nve—eyeryining, in 
fact, for the reproduction of the animais in 
families just as they were in nature. 

“We have eight or ten new species of 
birds, which I have not namediyet. We did 
not go to collect birds, but the country was 
so rich in bird. life I could not help making 
a collection, rather of species than speci- 
mens. I have from 300 to 400 specimens of 
perhaps 125 species. If I had had a thor- 
ough er 1ent for the purpose we would 
have brvught several thousand home. The 
country fairly swarmed with them. 

“We have several hundred animals be- 
sides skeletons and skins, skulls, and bones 
—quite a number of reptiles, serpents, tor- 
toises, lizards, frogs—anything; in fact, that 
came in sight, including many fish caught 
on the coast. There are none in the inte- 
rior, for there is no water. 

‘**T have some hedgehogs which I should 
not be surprised may be new species. The 
dik-dik is probably a new species. Very lit- 
tle is known of them and that little very im- 
perfectly worked out. There may be other 
new species in the collection. I only took 
especial note of those I knew, having no time 
for thorough examination. 

‘‘When these animals are mounted the 
Field Columbian Museum will have the finest 
collection of mammals of any institution in 
the world.”’ 

‘**‘ How much has it cost to get them?’’ 

*O, I can’t tell you, but there never was 
so thoroughly equipped an expedition or one 
of euch magnitude sent out by any institu- 
tion in the world. We had ninety camels 
and seventy men. An expedition of that ex-

FUNERAL FOR FRANK P, ARBUCKLE, 


His Widow Thinks He Was Murdered, 
but the Police Think Not. 

New York, Nov. 22.—[{Special.]—It is doubt- 
ful whether the detectives will ever be able 
to solve the mystery surrounding the death 
and robbery of Frank P. Arbuckle, the 
millionaire mine-owner of Denver, Colo., 
who was found unconscious at One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-third street and Bighth ave- 
nue at 2:30 a. m. on Thursday. The man's 
movements have been. carefully traced until 
at 1:07 o’clock he boarded an up-fown train 
at Forty-second street. The policeman sta- 
tioned at the One Hundred and Fifty-fifth 
street station, on duty until 2.a. m., is posi- 
tive he saw no drunken men or any one else 
answering Mr. Arbuckle’s description leave 
the trains. The police do not believe the 
man was murdered. 

Mrs. Arhuckle and her late husband’s bus- 
iness manager, Robert H. Porter, arrived 
here at 1:45 p. m. today from Chicago. They 
went at once to the home of Col. Feigl. An 
hour later the body of Mr. Arbuckle was 
J9W.109

Mrs. Arbuckle sald she firmly believed her 
busband had been murdered. She said it 
was not true he had transférred his property 
to her, but that his business affairs were in 
excellent condition and his property all free 
and clear. His life was insured for about 
$20,000. George Stevens, Joseph Davidson, 
Fred Meager, and ‘‘Sam” Stewart, four 
men who were in Arbuckle’s company in 
Luchow’s saloon early Wedmesday evening 
and now locked up on a charge of being sus- 
pected of homicide and robbery, will be ar- 
raigned tomorrow. The police have no evi- 
dence to show the men were with Arbuckle 
after he parted company with them at 0:40

TOINFLUENCE THE NEXT LEGISLATURE 


Christian Citizenship League Issues an 
Address Asking Co-operation to 
Have Desirable Laws Passed. 


Springfield, Ill., Noy. 22.—[{Special.]—The 
Executive committee of the Christian Citi- 
zenship League today issued the following 
appeal to the Christian people of the State: 

To the Christian People of Illinois: The 
Executive committee of the Christian Citi- 
zenship League of Illinois has had under 
consideration the influence which the Chris- 
tian’ citizens of the State can and ought 
to exert upon the next Legislature of this 
State to the end of procuring needed legisla- 
tion, To that end it has determined to ask 
the hearty codperation of all Christian citi- 
zens in- the State in an effort to procure 
legislation chiefly Gn three special lines. 

1. To prevent public desecration of the 
Sabbath day and to preserve it as a day of 
rest. 

2. A good option law. 

3. A law prohibiting the manufacture and 
sale of cigarets in the State. 

The Executive committee appeals to all 
Christian people in the State to lend their 
assistance, as nothing can be accomplished 
without the aid of public sentiment. The 
committee, in order to carry on this work, 
must have help. First, we must have the 
immediate contribution of liberal funds, and 
we ask that all people who are able imme- 
diately send their contributions to Isaac 
R. Diller of this city, Treasurer. 

Second!>. we want local Christian citizen- 
ship leagues formed in every town and city 
in the State and the names of their officers 
sent at once to the Secretary of the State 
League, James H. Shaw of Bloomington. 

Third, we want every young people’s so- 
ciety in the State to appoint a committee to 
circulate petitions and to send their names 
to the Secretary of the league. 

Fourth, we want all Christian ministers 
of the State to preach the subjects of legis- 
lation above mentioned until their people 
are aroused. We trust that you will help in 
the work in the name of the Master and en- 
ter upon the work at once 

A mass-meeting in the interest of the work 
of the league was held at the State-House 
this afternoon attended by 200 citizens in- 
terested in the reform movemem. E. D. 
Wheelock of Chicago presided. A stirring 


* .ddress was delivered by A. M. Haske‘! of 


Chicago, who made a strong appeal for the 
hearty codperation of all Christian citizens 
in the work proposed. He laid special stress 
upon the violation of the Sabbath by wide 
open saloons, baseball games, and all sorts 
of amusements. 

W. F. Atkinson of Chicago reviewed the 
good work done by the league in some of the 
larger cities of the United States and in 
States where laws have been passed prohib- 
iting the sale of liquor on Sunday, thereby 
preventing much lawlessness and crime. He 
said it was the duty of every Christian citi- 
zen to take the work in hand and labor hard 
for good results.

Fifth Scheme of the Kind Within Twe 
Years and as Successful as 
the Others. 


Tickets are being sold by swindlers forthe 
fifth fake ball, alleged to be under the aus- 
pices of Sheriff Pease’s office, and it is prob- 
able several hundred business firms have 
been roped in to buying tickets at $1 apiece. 
It is the same old trick that has been worked 
with a profitable return in money four times 
already within two years. 

“By accident one of these tickets fell into 
our hands,” said Chief Deputy Peters, “ and 
upon noising the thing around we found 
seores of our friends as well as other persons 
had bought tickets. We are looking for the 
swindlers with the determination this time 
to rum them to earth and break up this pe- 
riodic fraud.”

The sta- 
bles now contain such a number of horses 
as have not been housed at Blenheim for 
many a year. But throughout Oxfordshire, 
where there are so many packs of hounds, 
some of them among the most celebrated 
in England, regret is felt that up to the pres- 
ent time the Duchess Consuelo has not 
participated in the delights of the chase, 

Her grace has, however, proved herself to 
be an ardent cyclist and almost every morn- 
ing she may be seen riding her bicycle along 
the miles of well kept roads which intersect 
the park. This, however, does not appeal 
to the country people in anything like the 
Same degree as the passion for equestrian- 
ism would. 

The royal party, which will assemble to- 
morrow, will not break up until Saturday. 
Day by day there will be shooting parties 
and it will be interesting to note how far the 
efforts of the Marlborough keepers and pro- 
viders have succeeded in stocking the 
demesne with game after its long continued 
period of working out and general depletion 
of ground game. There is undoubtedly 
abundance, but of winged varieties the re- 
turns are scarcely likely to be so handsome.

She 
has grown thin, and her cheekbones ‘pro- 
trude in a: manner most unpleasant to see. 
Her. complexion is ghastly, and ler eyes 
have a haunted look. She has all the cun- 
ning of an insane person. 

“This is shown by the fact that she has 
twice endeayored to commit suicide, once 
nearly successfully despite the strict and 
searching watch to which she is constantly 
subjected, One of these attempts was evi- 
dently made in an endeavor to convince the 
doctors that she was suffering from internal 
hemorrhage and went too far. She subse- 
quently made the same attempt and very 
nearly succeeded. The other attempt was 
by means of strangulation. Since these at- 
tempts the watch to-which she has been sub- 
jected precludes another such repevition. 

‘‘In talking with her she once said to me: 
‘Tt deserve all I have got.’ This was signifi- 
cant, but her mental condition at the time 
was such that I did not attach much impor- 
tance to her remarks. However that may 
be, she was not, in my opinion, ever proven 
guilty. I am firmly of the belief that she 
will not survive another year of prison life. 
She has now been in confinement since July, 
1880. Ordinarily imprisonment for life 
means twenty years, there being but few in- 
stances where prisoners have been confined 
on a Mfe sentence after that period unless 
some new and pointed facts in relation to 
their guilt haye come to light in the interim. 
I also think that the efforts to secure her re- 
lease that have come from America and 
elsewhere, and which have been in the nat- 
ure of coercing the Home Office, have op- 
erated against her, and I also believe that 
she will be set at liberty withina year.”

New Chicago Federation Buries Silver 
Far Out of Sight. 

The new Chicago Federation of Labor re- 
fused yesterday by an almost unanimous 
vote to insert in its constitution a plank 
favoring “‘ the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 without waiting for 
the aid or consent of any foreign nation.’’ 

Many of the delegates who voted against 
the adeption of the plank took occasion to 
State they favored. “ free silver,”’ but were 
opposed to raising such an issue in a labor 
organization. Several speeches were made 
condemning the attempt to pledge the body 
to a political scheme, and it was plainly the 
sense of the meeting that all political ques- 
tions should be barred from discussion on 
the floor. 

The Committee on Constitution presented 
a draft of the proposed new constitution, 
which seemed satisfactory until the 16 to 
1 plank was reached. But the Secretary had 
only half finished reading the paragraph 
when he was interrupted by a dozen dele- 
gates in chorus. 

Delegate Vorkeller of the bricklayers was 
recognized. Hé moved the whole aoction be 
stricken out on the ground that it was pure- 
ly political matter and foreign to the in- 
terests of organized labor. 


- Delegate Harding seconded the motion and 


attacked the plank in vigorous terms. J. J 
McGrath said he was a supporter of the 
free silver idea, but he objected to having 
politics mixed. with trades unionism. Noone 
ventured to openly defend the plank. 

President Timblin of Typographical Union 
No. 16 offered as a substitute for the 16 to 1 
plank a resolution that ‘‘all money issued 
should be issued by the government, and 
that it should be legal tender for all debts, 
public and private.’’ 

This seemed to be regarded as a covert 
attempt at compromise and several deie- 
gates made speeches against it. Delegates 
Happ and Ingraham led the fight against 
both the plank and substitute. The discus- 
sion resulted in laying the matter on the ta- 
ble, and thus ended the first attempt’ to 
force the new labor body to political action. 

The meeting was.an-important one and 
general interest was. manifest in the large 
attendance. Nearly three-score of local 
unions and fully 50,000 workingmen were 
represented by delegates. 

New delegates from the following local 
unions were seated:

United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners, Bohemian Typographical 
Union No. 830, United Garment Workers of Chi- 
cago, Furniture Workers’ No. 1, Amalgamated 
Wood Workers, Scandinavian Bartenders’ and 
Waite Bench Molders Union No. 239, Printing 
Pressm No. 8. 

The credentials of the American Federa- 
tion of Steam Engifiters' and the Bohemian 


Woodworkers of Chicago were referred to 


the permanent organization. 

The new constitution favors the abolition 
of convict labor and child labor for children 
under 16 years of age. It favors the'govern- 
ment ownership or control of all means of 


public transportation; the municipal owner- 


ship of gas and electric light plants; and the 


abolition of the municipal contract system; 


it demands a more perfect sanitary inspec- 
tion of mines and workshops, and the aboli- 
tion of truck stores, and demands the reform 
of the. judiciary; it declares in favor of the 
initiative and referendum in connection with 
State laws, and declares also that no politic- 
al party shall be indorsed by the body. 

The basis of répresentation from affiliated 
unions is fixed at one delegate for every 100 
members or fraction thereof, and. one dele- 
gate for each additional 100. The per capita 
tax is fixed at one cent a month for each 
member of affiliated unions. This. section 


was discussed at length, but finally adopted. | 


The section governing elections was re- 
ferred back to the committee. It was also 
decided the treasurer should give bonds. 


CANNON AND MADDEN SEE TANNER. 


First Has a Long Conference, but His 
Rival Seems Undisturbed. 
Gov.-Elect John R. Tanner set the political 
gossips wagging their tongues yesterday by 
giving audiences to Martin B. Madden and 
Congressman Joseph Cannon. Mr. Madden 
was with Mr. Tanner for an hour. 


AMthough the Governor-elect had given it. 


out that he would not talk politics he was 
besieged all day by both city and State poli- 
ticians. 

Ten days ago Congressman Cannon in- 
formed one of.the members of the Legisla- 
ture from his district that he intended to 
call upon Tanner upon his return to this 
city, after which he would be able to state 
whether he intended becoming a Senatorial 
candidat-.

NATIONS MAY CONFER ABOUT WHEAT. 


Russia Favors an International Agree- 
ment That Would in Effect Main- 
tain a Uniformity of Prices. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—The Post this 
morning says: ‘‘A conference of nations 
on the subject of the world’s wheat market 
is understood to be desired by at least one 
of the great foreign wheat-growing empires. 
It is stated in official circles here that Russia 
is particuiarly friendly to such an idea, and 
is believed to be making overtures not only 
to the United States, but to England, the 
Argentine Republic and ‘Australia, -which’ 


' are the principal «heat-growing nations of 


the world. 

‘The idea suggested, as outlined here, is 
that these nations, should they see fit to 
unite in an agreement upon the subject, 
could fix a price for wheat, to be mainfained 
uniformly through various seasons of over- 
production and unsatisfactory crops caused 
by’ drought or continual rain, and thus make 
the principal grain staple upon which the 
millions of consumers depend for food al- 
most as unchangeable in value as gold itself 
has become. 

‘“*This would enable the producer ih the 
event of an unusually large crop to store his 
wheat and obtain thereon a loan that would 
tide him over until the wheat was in db- 
mand in the world’s markets, when he would 
receive a full and fair price for it.”

“INFALLIBLB PROOF OF A REVIVAL 


IN BUSINESS. ae 


Few Manufactures im Which They Are 
Not Used, and an Increase of Sales 
Denotes a Greater Demand in Near- 
ly All Lines ‘of Industry—Leading 
Chicage Dealers Note a Marked Ad- 
vance and Attribute It to the Re- 
sult of the Election. 


Once upon a time there had been a period 
of long-continued depression in business in 
a certain country, and:everybody was look- 
ing forward anxiously to the expected re- 
vival. 

One day the revival began. Before the 
public was conscious of it or willing to credit 
the report after many false alarms the 
Prime Minister of that country—Benjamin 
Disraeli, he was then called—announced it 
at a public meeting. He did not say ** We 
have reason to hope,” or “ It looks as if” a 
revival of trade had set in. What he said 
was he knew the improvement had begun

‘* Business is boom down South, and if 
it will only kcep up until the first of the year 
we will not come out so bad after all.’

“As for the West, I can speak myself. 
For months before the election it became 
duller and duller. Since the election the re- 
vival has been a marked one, particularly 
in woolens, carpets, cotton, silk, and leather. 
We are receiving large orders from these 
mills now where previously there was no 
business whatsoever. It is even a better 
sign that there is much inquiry for con- 
tracts. 

“The comparison with a year dgo this 
time is all the more favorable than it would 
seem at first, for there was a boom on in 
October, 1895, which fell flat a month later. 
I would estimate the dcifference in favor of 
the present over a year ago to be fully 15 per 
cent.’”’ 

As far as the tariff is concerned Mr. Norton 
is anxious only that there should be suf-

be little doubt he will succeed in getting a 
fair proportion of the traffic for the new 
Chicago-Cincinnati route. 

The Baltimore and Ohio furnishes the 
new route an inlet to Chicago and terminal 
facilities here. The report that a new ar- 
rangement had been made with thc Wabash 
is unfounded. The Cincinnati, Jackson and 
Mackinaw railroad, which is owned by ex- 
Senator Brice, and the Baltimore and Ohio 
form the new route. The latter road is 
used from Chicago to Sherwood, O., a dis- 
tance of 183 miles. From Sherwood to 
within a few miles of Cincinnats the Cin- 
cinnati, Jackson and Mackinaw road is used, 
the distance being 174 miles, thus making 
the total mileage, Chicago to Cincinnati 
8357 miles. The Baltimore and Ohio South 
western furnishes the inlet to and terminal 
facilities at Cincinnati. The Cincinnati, 
Jackson and Mackinaw also runs to Jack 
son, Mich.; Toledo, O.; and Allegan, Mich. 

Besides this, ex-Senator Brice has largo 

railroad interests in the Middle West and 
is continually making new acquisitions. He 
is the owner of the Lake Erie and Western 
running from Peoria, Ill., to Sandusky, O. 
It operates the Northern Ohio railroad, 
which runs from Deiphos, O., to Akron, O., 
under a icase. Mr. Brice also owns and 
operates, in connection with the Lake Erie, 
the old Indiana, Peru and Chicago road, 
from Indianapolis to Michigan Ciiy. There 
are in addition branches from Fort Wayne 
to Connersville and from New Castle to 
Rushville. The total mileage of these roads3 
is 891. 
Other roads owkted and controlled by ex: 
Senator Brice and of Which Mr. Bradbury 
has charge are the Cleveland, Akron and 
Columbus, from Cleveland to Columbus. 
with a mileage of 170, and fifty miles from 
Columbus to Zanesville. 

The Lake Erie and Western is crossed by 
nearly every road coming into Chicago. 

Mr. Brice gives no atténtion to the actual 
management of any of his lines. This he 
leaves entirely to Mr. Bradbury. He de- 
votes all his time to the financial affairs of 
the system. 


Favored by Executive Officers. 

Although the Eastern roads failed to adopt 
an interchangeable mileage ticket it is prob- 
able the Western roads will come to the aid 
of the merchants and commercial travelers 
and issue an interchangeable mileage ticket 
that can be used over the various roads. 
The Western General Passenger Agents are 
not as favorable to the proposition as would 
be desirable to secure speedy action. But 
the executive officers feel differently and 
think. that with proper restrictions and safe- 
guards the issuance of an interchangeable 
mileage ticket would be a good thing and 
would probably prevent unfavorable .legis- 
lation by the Legislatures in the Western 
States this winter. Paul Morton, Third Vice- 
President of the Athison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé, said yesterday he could see no good 
reasons for the hostility of most of the 
general passenger agents to the proposition 
to issue an intercnangeable mileage ticket. 
If such action is taken, however, he said the 
issue of tickets could not be left with thein- 
dividual.roads. Some unscrupulous lines 
might issue large amounts of such tickets, 
good over. the various roads, place them on 
the rket, and pocket all the receipts, 
while the other roads could whistle for their 
proportion of the receipts. It was due to 
this fear, no doubt, he said, that the general 
passenger agents are opposed to the proposi- 
tion. The difficulty, he thought, could be 
overcome by the establishment of a bureau 
to take charge of this business and issue and 
sell all the tickets and divide receipts pro- 
portionately among the various roads. 


Assists the Canadian Pacific. 

Chicago-St. Paul roads feel much aggrieved 
over the refusal of the Beard of Managers 
of the Eastern Joint Traffic Association to 
sanction the recommendation of the Central 
Passenger committee to join the Chicago- 
St. Paul roads in meeting the competition of 
the Canadian Pacific on east-bound excur- 
ston business from St. Paul and other points 
in the Northwest. The Joint Traffié Board, 


on the promise of the Canadian Pacific not 
to run excursions to the East via the Mack- 
inaw route, but confine the business entirely 
to its Port Arthur route. The Chicago-St. 
Paul roads are not as seriously affected by

There was much marveling and contro- 
versy over this axiomatic statement, com- 
ing as it did from such high authority, and 
many suspected the subtle Premier to be 
guilty of an involved epigram. 

But it developed shortly that Mr. Disraeli, 
in a single sentence, had hit upon an infalli- 
ble proof of reviving trade, for in all the 
staple trades upon which the country’s 
wealth and industries are founded the use 
. of chemicals enters to a marked degree. 
Hence a slight increase in the sale of chem- 

icals meant a vastly increased volume of 

trade. 

The cred® for the discovery of this pro- 
found trade secret was traced later to Sir 
George Eliiot, a member of Parliament and 
leading manufacturer, whom Disraeli had 
cross-examined at great length just previous 
to the delivery of this speech which so as- 

ténished England. 

The fluctuations in the sale of chemicals 
have the same bearing upon the business of 

the world today that they had at the time 
mentioned. There are few manufactures in 
which chemicals are not a distinct factor. 
The exceptions almost can be noted off-hand 
—the rougher forms of iron, the unfinished 
‘product of sawmills, and one or two minor 
industries. In all the textile manufactures— 
woolens, carpets, cottons, silks—in boots and 
shoes, glassware, mining, packing, paper, 
soap etc., the business of the wholesale deal- 
er in chemicals is a true barometer of their 
condition. . 
Revival in Trade Evident. 


‘In Chicago are branches of all the lead- 
ing chemical firms of the whole world. They 
are only e few ig the aggregate. And be- 
tween them these Chicago branches of for- 
eign and Eastern chemical companies come 
into direct contact with the manufacturers 
of nearly all lines of goods in the entire West 
and Northwest, and a large portion_of the 
South. Their fingers are ever on the busi- 
riess pulse of the nation. 

The consensus of opinion of these dealers 
in chemicals, obtained for THE TRISUNE by 
systematic canvass, is that a distinct and 
far-reaching revival in trade has begun since 
the election. The most of them do not state 
this as an *‘ opinion,”’ but as a fact of which 
they have direct information and proof in 
their own business. 

One firm estimates the improvement in 
business over this time last year at 15 per 
cent or greater. And then places it as high 
as 40 per cent, with the added remark, that 
as far as the woolen mills are concerned, it 
has jumped from nothing to prosperity ata 
bound. 

None was found who was not an advocate 
of sound money, and rejoiced in the result 
of the election. Significantly enough, only 
one favored an immediate revision of the 
tariff laws. They are content to forego ad- 
vantages to be obtained by further tariff 
tinkering, believing the country will prosper 
by the restoration of public confidence in 
the soundness of the Nation’s finances. 

One who sells largely to textile manufact- 
urers said the ad valorem duty of approxi- 
mately 45 per cent on manufactured woolens 
was as high or higher than was needed, but 
that the law was evaded by importers. 
‘Goods worth $2 a yard were billed to agents 
on this side at 59 cents, and passed the Cus- 
tom House as per the manifest. If the ad 
‘valorem duty could be changed to a specific 
-one, so that evasions of this sort would be 
impossible, the American manufacturers 
would be content with an even lower duty. 


Due to McKinley’s Election. 


Stone & Ware, No. 145 Kinzie street, said: 
‘‘We have done more business in the two 
weeks succeeding McKinley’s election than 
in the whole three months previous. It is 
due solely to the starting up of factories. 
‘ and the factories have started up because 
of the revival of confidence resulting from 
McKinley’s election. ’ 

‘‘ We do not say merely there is a ‘ better 
feeling,’ for we can point to more sub- 
stantial results. In our own trade alone 
mills have resumed at South Bend, Ind.; 
Hanover, Illl.; Des Moines, Ia.; Baraboo, 
Wis.; Amana, Il.; St. Joseph, Mo.; Spring- 
field, Ill., and other places. 

“The woolen mills are making now the 
lightweight cassimeres for the spring trade. 
Their agents have not been started out be- 
cause the samples even are not ready. The 
resumption is due solely to a revival of 
confidence and a belief there will be a market 
next spring for their product. 

‘* All the mills we mention were shut down 
entirely, but are now running on full time. 
The same is true of the tanners and boot and 
shoe manufacturers. These two staple in- 
dustries have received a big impetus. There 
is no comparison to be made with last year. 

** Another similar industry in our connec- 
tion—Belding Bros.’ silk mills at Belding, 
Mich. ,—has resumed on fulltime. They have 
been shut down since the first of the year. 


Booming in the South.

Incidentally it may be mentioned that few 
of the chemicals used largely for manu- 
facturing purposes are made exclusively in 
this country. Of those used in greatest 
volume caustic potash, oxalic acid, and car- 
bonate of potash are wholly imported. 
Caustic soda, carbonate of soda, soda ash, 
and the bichromates of potash and soda are 
made here to a greater or less degree by 
virtue of a protective tariff. 


Cheap Labor a Factor. 


R. R. Street, of R. R. Street & Co., Nos. 
184-186 Washington street, is a strong ad- 
herent of the theory of cheapening the cost 
of the raw material which enters into man- 
ufa@ctured products. In textile goods the 
principal item of cost is that of labor. 

‘* This is more of a factor in the production 
of the finer grades of woolens,”’ said Mr. 
Street, ‘‘ than of the cheaper textile fabrics. 
The former are bought abroad now because 
labor is cheaper there. Seventy-five per 
cent of the woolen looms of the country 
have been idle this year. Many have been 
so for the reason I have just mentioned. 
Since 1890 the mills have been shutting down 
gradually, becoming worse and worse, 
reaching the climax this summer. 

‘There is a better feeling now. There is 
a genuine business revival, due to the confi- 
dence in freer money—and with the textile 
manufacturers to a belief that the tariff 
law will be amended so they can compete 
against foreign cheap labor. 

“I should estimate that, taking the 
average, there is an improvement of 10 to 
15 per cent over this time last year. But the 
—e is vastly better, and that is a great 

eal. 

“I firmly believe we must have more 
tariff legislation. The conditions demand 
the amendment of the Wilson bill in some 
vital points, and the sooner it is done the 
sooner Will the public settle down to the 
enjoyment of sound and lasting prosperity.” 


Wants No Tariff Tinkering. 


Ferdinand C. Schapper, manager for the 
Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical company, 
No. 56 Fifth avenue, said: “In the textile 
industries, leather and packing,. there is 
marked improvement. I have seen no de- 
cided revival, however, in wallpaper, min- 
ing, enameled and plated iron work, and 
other branches in which the demand for 


chemicals instantly reflects their condition. 


But there is a decidedly better feeling. 

“‘I do not favor tinkering with the tariff 
now. The country wants to be let alone. 
A complete restoration of confidence is more 
necessary than tariff legislation.” 

William Pickhardt & Kuttroff, Nos. 207 
and 200 Michigan street, did not’ wish to be 
quoted on semi-political subjects, but said 
there was a much better feeling, a noticea- 
ble improvement, and an increase in the num- 
ber of mills in operation. 


SUPT. FOOTE DENIES WAGES ARE CUT. 


He Says Employes of the Illinois Steel 
Company Receive More Now 
than Last Year. 


F. H. Foote, Superintendent of the blast 
furnaces of the Lllinois Steel company, de- 
nied yesterday the story published in a 
newspaper that the wages of hundreds of 
employés of the. company had been re- 
duced since election from 10 to 25 per cent. 

‘We have,” said he, ** merely readjusted 
the wages of the ‘ front side’ men at the 
furnaces to the wage scale of our other 
classes of labor. In June, 1895, finding that 
our business was picking up, we voluntarily 
advanced wages all along the line 10 per 
cent. The ‘ front side ’’ men demanded 25 per 
cent, and though they were bound by con- 
tract to give us thirty days’ notice previous 
to the time their demand for an increase of 
wages was to take effect, they threatened to 
strike at once, unless the naise was granted. 
We were unwilling to have our works shut 
down, when we were beginning to feel the 
first show of prosperity since 1892, so we de- 
cided to accede to their demands until pend- 
ing contracts had been filed. We have now 
reduced their wages to the level of the 10 
per cent all around raise of a@ year ago. 
Only about eighty men are affected by this 
readjustment. 

‘“ All of our men will continue to get 10 
per cent more than they got a year ago, and 
10 per cent more than is paid the workers in 
the Pittsburg foundries.” 

Mr. Foote said he did not anticipate any 
trouble with the furnace men, as they were 
willing to concede that they unfairly at- 
tacked the company a@ year ago.

Medical Aspect of the Relation of Dis- 
ease to Wrong-Doing—Doctrine of 
irresponsibility and Its Limitations 
—~Cranial 
from the Normal—Rational Basis for 
Charity—Specific Points in the First 
Degenerate Case Considered. 


Crimes are now nearly five times as nu- 
merous as forty years ago, according to the 
statistics of incarcerated criminals in the 

United States. How 
is this to be account- 
ed for? How much 
is due to the machin- 
ery of our penal sys- 
tem, and how much 
to other conditions in 
our civilization? 

It is quite evident 
the question demands 
serious and system- 
atic consideration on 
the part of those in 
authority and also on 
the part of the pub- 
lic, which must co- 

Normal Ear. operate in all meas- 
ures for its protection and well-being. 
Like every other subject, it must be given 
attention—every aspect must be viewed 
which has a bearing on the individual, both 
as an animal and asa responsible being. 

The medical aspect of crime of late has 
been receiving a considerable and increas- 
ing consideration on the part of physicians 
and other philanthropists on account of the 
frequency with which crime is associated 
with manifest bodily or brain disease. In- 
deed, the more the question is studied the 
more frequent is crime; at least in the habit- 
ual form or “ repeater” cases, seen to be a 
disease, or rather a symptom of disease, and 
where it cannot exactly be regarded as 
such it is the result of bad or defective edu- 
cation, 


As to Irresponsibility. 

This does not argue in favor of irrespon- 

sibility, for, as individuals, as communities, 
or as States, we are in one way or another 
responsible for évery _ 
disease that flesh is 4 
heirto. Science shows / 
that responsibility 
often runs in in- 
tricate and far-reach- 
ing lines, and where, 
on a superficial view, 
we would centralize 
it in the individual, 
a better understand- 
ing distributes it to 
more than one and 
often to many per- 
sons. 

With prison in- Degenerate Ear. 
mates the forms of head and the expres- 
sions of face in the great majority of cases 
will be seen to differ in some respects from 
the normal type: all of which indicates 
something in the possibilities or dispositions 
of their possessors. They may be inherited 
or acquired, while education either runs 
counter or adds to the stock. From all this 
we perceive a rational basis for charity, and 
can understand why it is justly the chief of 
all Christian graces. 

As going to illustrate something of the ex- 
tent to which disease is-concomitant and 
causative to crime, official reports show 
that no less than one-third of all convicted 
murderers in England is sooner or later ad- 
judged insane after conviction. In New 
York State the. proportion is one-third—a 
difference not due to personal factors. This 
allows the presumption that Insanity existed 
in these prisoners prior to their conviction, 
because insanity is so extremely slow and 
insidious in its development into so gross @ 
form as to be recognized beyond a doubt ex-

“Tas revelations of shortagte and inex- 
plicable expenditures in certain public de- 
partments in Rome have suddenly become 
of unique interest because of the discovery 


| that in the Foreign Office $1,000,000 has been 


epent in ten years in purchasing pins. Cer- 
tainly the Roman who has’had charge of the 
dissemination of this pin money must be the 
noblest of them all. He must also be a man 
of surpassing genius to be able to conduct 
these immense transactions in pins for so 
many years without arousing before this 
the interest, if not the admiration, of the 
people. The question which immediately 
suggests itself of course is, What has be- 


| come of the pins? It does not seem possible 


that any reasonable number of government 
employés, even if they devoted their entire 
time to sticking pins into papers,and other 
things, could exhaust the supply in ten years 
that could be obtained for $1,000,000. Either 
somebody has been storing away immenss 
quar.tities of these little commodities as a 
protection against a piniess old age or else 
the official pin purchaser of the government 
has perpetrated a financial somersault by 
charging $1,000,000 for pins for ten years, 
when, in fact, he paid only $10 for 1,000,000 
pins, which would be more within reason. 


BUSINESS REVIVAL “WITHOUT PRECE- 
DENT.” 

The review of trade sent out at the close 
of last week by R. G. Dun & Co. opened 
with this significant sentence: 

The gain in volume of business continues en- 
tirely without precedent. 

The details which followed justified this 
strong statement. They showed that since 
the election 390 establishments which were 
idle have started work, and that 300 others 
have added largely to the working force. 
These comprise only the business concerns 
of whose operations reports have been made 
to Dun & Co., afid do not include, probably 
by several hundreds, the entire list of estab- 
lishments which are showing prosperity in 
the same practical manner. The Commer- 
¢ial-Tribtne of Cincinnafi published on 
Saturday reports from over 100 manufact- 
uring towns in Ohio, Kentucky, and In- 
diana, showing that all mills, factories, and 
shops in these towns had resumed work 
Since election or were preparing to resume 
in the immediate future. Newspapers in 
other central cities have made a similar 
canvass of the territory in the vicinity, with 
results of the same general character. An 
abundance of testimony of a similar kind 
has been added by wholesale dealers in 
| Chicago, New York, and other cities, so 
that taking all these evidences in the ag- 
gregate they amply warrant the statement 
that the business gain is “‘ entirely without 
precedent.” 

The New York banks give another strik- 
ing object lesson of the magic power of 
confidence. The deposits last week ex- 
panded to $21,937,800, which the New York 
Financier declares is “ the largest total ever 
recorded in a single week.” Loans ran up 
to $9,553,400. The Financier adds that the 
banks ‘gained $6,000,000 from the interior 
movement alone during the week. 

The ‘revival has been so general and 
spontaneous that it will be necessary to 
guard against fictitious excitement. The 
period of stagnation has been protracted so 
long that business-men ordinariiy prudent 
might easily be led into undue and ill-con- 
sidered overconfidence. A wholesome re- 
turn to prosperity must be accomplished 
slowly, so as to avoid any serious reactions. 
The commercial world must retrace its 
steps to former activity with care, stopping 
frequently to take breath while on the way. 
Precipitate haste to clear at a bound the 
gulf whith has been widening for months 
would be dangerous. It is far better to 
take it easy and be sure of the footing. 

It is probable that the practical results of 
the changed conditions will not have spread 
out to include the vast multitude of the 
people for several weeks.

As much more capital will be 
poured into the commercial world through 
channels that are not so open to public view, 
but which will be equally effective in build- 


ing up the weakened industries. This new 


blood must be given time to be assimilated 
and the industries must be given a chance to 
gain an impetus before the full effects of 
the improved conditions will be experienced. 


GOV. CLARKE CRITICISES PROVIDENCE. 

Gov. Clarke of Arkansas has formally 
requested the people of his State to cele- 
brate Thanksgiving day, but in his proc- 
lamation he takes issue with divine Provi- 
dence on the question’of blessings. He 
specifies “general good health” and “a 
measure Of social and material prosperity ” 
as proper dispensdtions which can be held 
rightly as imposing a debt of gratitude on 
the recipients, but he asserts that the 
“ Giver of All Blessings ’”’ has been willing 
or able to dispense these favors only be- 
cause “it has not been wighin the power of 
man to destroy them entirely by unwise 
policies and laws.” He admits grudgingly 
that the residents of Arkansas have been 
* provided for in abundance from God’s 
storehouses,” but he couples the acknowl- 
edgment with a complaint that people out- 
side his State, who are “ groping in the dark- 
ness of selfishness and error,” should have 
been permitted to impose upon Arkansas 
the results of these gropings, 

He closes this thought with the familiar 
quotation that “ every prospect pleases and 
only man is vile,” and the only possible in- 
ference is that the man he is pointing out 
in scorn to Providence is that collective 
man who went to the polls on election day 
and registered a decided negative to all 16 
to 1 nonsense. 

It may seem a trifle out of place to 
attempt to drag a free silver discussion 


into a Thanksgiving proclamation, es-_ 


pecially when the burden is one of cap- 
tious criticism of the judgment of Provi- 
dence, but it might have been expected 
of a man who does not know a cause 
for thanks when he sees it. Goy. Clarke 
and others like him in Arkansas and other 
States have been the objects of tenderest 
solicitude on the part of Providence, and 
have been saved from the consequences of 
‘their own folly.

THE BRUTALITY OF corns 


A year ago it looked as if college Presi- 
dents were awakening to the fact that the 


Institutions over which they hold rule were 


not founded mainly for the purpose of 
teaching football. and graduating sluggers. 
These eminent educational leaders seemed 
to have becomé conscious of the fact that 
parents sent their children to school to have 
their minds broadened and strengthened, 
and not to have their bones broken. 

The collegiate authorities promised that 


| the spirit of reckless brutality which had 


taken possession of the football teams 
should be chastened and that a pastime 
which was absorbing too much of the 
thoughts of students should not be allowed 
to occupy the. prominent position it has en- 
joyed of late years to the neglect of far 
more important matters. 

This promise has not been kept. Football 


ts being given more attention than ever, and 


does not appear to have been deprived of 
any of those features which make it men- 
tally demoralizing and physically danger- 
ous. Within the last two or three weeks 
several fatal accidents and a numbcr of 
minor casualties have been chronicled. But 
not even these mortality records chill the 
ardor of the devotees of the most dangerous 
of all modern sports. 

Yesterday’s paper contained the reports 
of the numerous Saturday games played ip 
different parts of the country. It appears 
that one lad of 17, the resident of a neigh- 
boring suburb, received head and neck in- 
juries which came within an ace of proving 
fatal. Other games resulted in one person 
breaking his leg, another his nose, and an- 
other hurting his knee badly, while seven 
received injuries, the exac#nature of which 
is not specified, which forced them to leave 
the field. 

It is as true now as it was when Tue 
Tripunpe first called attention té this sub- 
ject, some years ago, that few parents send 
their boys to college for any other purpose 
than to have their minds educated, so that 
they may be able to hold their own in the 
battle of life. With that in view thex pay 
college bills which often draw heavily on, 
their slender resources. 

Fathers do not object at all to their sons 
They 
recognizethe importance of the sound body. 
The day of the cloistered, pallid student has 
gone by, and it is well that it has, But the 
persons who foot -the bills do not want the 
athletic business overdone. That is not the 
kind of education they are most desirous 
their offspring should receive. 

Therefore, it is an imposition on the 
parents when there is injected into the 
collegiate course something which comes 
violently between the students and their 
studies and occupies their entire attention. 
Those who are not active participants in 
the games are wrapped upinthem. They 
can talk or write of nothing but the prowess 
of their teams. ‘ 

They are constant attendants at the 
games, and are brutalized by them. Soare 
the other spectators. There seems to be no 
more sympathy felt when a crippled piayer 
is carried off the field than was felt when a 
wounded gladiator was removed from the 
arena. “ Where fell the dead, the living 
rtepped ”—and the game goes on. 

College Presidents seem to be afraid to. 
lift a finger. Each of them appears to be- 
lieve that if he were to meddle with football 
the institution he rules over would decline 
in favor; and the ingenuous youth of Amer- 
ica would go somewhere else to study slug- 
ging. 

That is an empty fear. The parents, who 
put up the money, decide where their boys 
shall go. They would prefer to have them 
get their education at a place where special 
attention is not paid to a sport which is so 
apt to cripple those who are actively en- 
gaged in it, and which demoralizes those 
who take an interest in it., It is time for 
parents to call a halt. 
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THE PETTICOAT IS IMMUTABLE. 

The conflict now going on between bloom- 
ers and the petticoat will never arise to the 
dignity of battle. For many years a sort 
of guerrilla warfare has been carried on 
between the two, but the contest is decid- 
edly unequal, for the biggest artillery and 
the best generals are on the side of the 
petticoat. Within the last few months, in- 
deed, a slight sporadic activity on the part 
of the champions of the bloomer seemed to 
be on the point of driving the petticoat out 
of circulation, but now the old standby 
shines mote refulgent than ever.

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War THE B, RATIO OF 16 TO 1 Was DE- 
MANDED. 

"The Chicago convention demanded the 
fee‘coinage of gold and silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, “ without waiting for the aid or 
consent of any other nation.” Why was 
that ratio insisted on? That is something 
neither Bryan nor any of his coadjutors 
ever explained, though called on often to 
do so. 

This insistence on a ratio which disre- 
garded. so completely the existing commer- 
cial relations of the two metals was a serious 
tactical error. If the consolidated opposi- 
tion to McKinley had declared itself in 
favor of “ the free coinage of' silver,” and 
stopped there, as was suggested by Mr. Mc- 
Connell, its position would have been a 
much stronger one. 

Then, when Bryan and his followers were 
asked at what ratio they intended to coin 
silver free, they could have answered that 
that was a question of detail, in settling 
which they would be governed by the state 
of affairs prevailing when they came into 
power. 

They could have heaved that they in- 
tended to adopt a “safe” ratio, which 
would not prevent the concurrent circula- 
tion of gold and silver. It might not have 
been easy to convince the voters that the 
men who made that assertion were not 
telling the truth. . 

But the free silverites threw away the 
advantage they might have had when they 
pinned themselves down *» a ratio. To 
make matters worse for .em they chose 
one which was only half the commercial 
ratio. 

When the free silverites demanded “16 
to 1” they laid themselves open to a number 
of embarrassing questions which it was im- 
possible for them to answer. They were 
asked whether they looked forward to a 
concurrent circulation of gold and silver 
dollars when anybody who had 50 cents’ 
worth of silver could have it coined intoa 
legal tender dollar. 

They were asked whether they claimed 
that the value of silver could be raised all 
over the world by “ friendly legislation.” 
They stated that they did. Then they were 
asked why, since legislation was so potent, 
they did not fix on a ratio which would do 
still more for silver. 

The free silverites alleged they could 
double the commercial value of silver by 
adopting a ratio of 16 to 1. So they were 
asked why they did not attempt to quad- 
ruple the value of silver by a ratio of 8 tol. 
And since they thought value was governed 
by legislation the query was put to them 
why they did not insist on a ratio of 1 tol 
and make an ounce of silver worth as much 
as an ounce of gold. 

Bryan made 600 speeches and his lieu- 
tenants made many thousands. Not one of 
those speeches contained an explanation of 
the reasons why the ratio of 16 to 1 was in- 
sisted on at a time when the commercial 
ratio was about 32 to 1. 

There was one great reason for the adop- 
tion of that ratio and for the demand that 
existing contracts should be satisfied with 
legal tender dollars coined in aecordance 
with that ratio. But the reason was so 
dishonest the Bryanites: did not like to 
avow it. 

If the Chicago convention had demanded 
free coinage on the basis of the commercial 
ratio, or one closely approximating it, so 
that gold and silver could be tied together, 
the debtors who wanted to cheat their cred- 
itors would have cried out angrily: ‘“* Then 
where do we come in?’ 

They would have declared that what they 
wanted was cheap money with which to pay 
their debts-on a 50 per cent basis, and that 
* 16 to 1” would give them such money but 
the commercial ratio would not. 

It was necessary to conciliate these people 
and to endeavor to deceive the other voters. 
The backbone of the Bryan forces would 
have been satisfied’ with nothing short of a 
50-cent dollar. 

Then the silver mine owners insisted on 
the “16 -to 1” ratio. ‘Chey asserted that 
with free coinage at the commercial ratio 
they would get no more for their silver than 
at present, while if legislation had the po- 
tency ascribed to it the 16 tol ratio would 
enable them to get much more for their 
silver than they were receiving. 

The influence of these two elements forced 
the leaders of the Chicago convention to 
assume the untenable position they did. 
They put themselves in a corner, and were 
defeated a8 a consequence. 
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THE WAY TO FIGHT BRYAN. 

Still Bryan has determined to go on 
preaching his free silver doctrines in lect- 
ures and speeches, from now until i900. 
The Executive committee of the National 
Republican League has decided to fight him 
at every step. 

To whatever place he may announce he 
is going to visit the league will send in ad- 
vancea quantity of sound money pamphlets 
and books. The recipients are expected 
to study them up, and thus be protected 
against Bryan’s false teachings. 

Then, after he has endeavored to sow 
tares in a town, the league will send a good, 
logical speaker there, who will procecd to 
root. up those tares and show the people 
just what a monetary fraud Bryan is. 

This is an excellent idea. If Bryan pro- 
poses to keep on fighting,*then the sound 
money men must keep on fighting also. 
Since he persists in traveling around, ecat- 
tering firebrands, sound money men must 
keep close at his heels and put out every 
blaze he starts. ' 

This is an excellent idea of the league. 
It can do valuable work.. But nothing 
which may be done by it should savor of 
apology or defense. There should be no 
excuses made for “ the crime of 1873" and 
no attempts to explain how the coinage of 
the silver dollar came to be discontinued 
then. 

The policy of the league should be radical 
and aggressive. The pamphlets sent out 
by it should be short, sharp, ard to the 
point. Its speakers cannot do better than 
stick to the texts supplied by Tus TRIEUNB 
in that article printed last Saturday, in 
which it summed up the points made by it 
during the campaign:

heart dishonest becomes satisfied that 
“ free coinage at the ratio of 16tol1” isa 
roundabout way of describing an outrage- 
ous crime which it is desired to perpetrate 
on millions of inoffensive citizens. As for 
the dishonest people, they know already 
what Bryanism is, and are for it because of 
its dishonesty.

The power of the former has 
seemed never to have been more uncon- 
querable than during those days just 
after electibn when the Popocratic 
committee imagined there was a real 
chance for the election of Mr. Bry- 
an, amd as for hallucination, it reached 
a veritable climax of iridescent grandeur 
when it evoked from Mr. Jones the con- 
tinued assurances that Mr. Bryan was 
elected.

ing the imagination itself. What are the 
tenets, the chapters of the law, is not an- 
nounced, Whether the measure is in 
quarts, or feet, or ohms, or waves is not 
known.

It will revolutionize the relations of men 
and place every mortal in a fixed niche 
from which he cannot wabble away.

The effect on literature will be most note- 
worthy, and all books can be placed in a 
fixed category beyond the touch of differ- 
ing opinions. The effect on politics should 
be most salutary, for such ebullitions as 
those vouchsafed by Mr. Bryan will 
be impossible when the exact measure 
of the ridiculous features of all he says will 
be within the reach of even the humblest. 
The effect on the public at large can only 
be conjectured at present in the absence of 
all the facts, but it must be revolutionary.

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DREAD OF DIPHTHERIA DECREASES. 


Cases of Last Year Are Multiplied by 
Two, but Deaths Are Lessened 
by 50 Per Cent. 


Officials of the Health Department say 
that there are probably 5,000 cases of 
diphtheria in the city. This is double the 
number of cases reported one year ago. . 

While the condition of things has awak- 
ened public apprchension of a diphtheria 
epidemic it is noteworthy that the number 
of deaths during the period of assumed 
danger is but 50 per cent of those recorded 
for a like time last year. : 

The reports for the first twenty days in 
November, 1895,' show that there were, dur- 
ing that time, 148 deaths. This year, not- 
withstanding the greater prevalence of the 
disease reported, there were only. sixty-one 
deaths up to Friday night. 

The contagion seems to have spread pretty 
well over the city. No section is free from 
it, but the mortality is largely confined to 
the poorer wards—the Nineteenth, Seven- 
teenth, Sixteenth, and Thirty-third. This is 
accounted for by the rapid progress made in 
the treatment of diphtheria within the last 
year and the general use of anti-toxin. 

Speaking of the remarkable decrease in 
mortality Dr. Reilly of the Health Depart- 
ment said yesterday: 

**‘Diphtheria is nothing like the terror it 
used to be. Physicians, especially those 
with extensive family practice, have noted 
the change in popular feeling. 

** Here in Chicago we have control of the 
disease. Although schools have been closed 
by it in twenty-one cities in the State we 
feel no alarm whatsoever.” 

Investigation of the Enault diphtheria 
case in Lake View by Dr. Neely of the 
Health Department tends to show, it is said, 
that blame does not attach to the physician, 
undertaker, and family for reported en- 
dangering of the neighborhood. The child 
affected was taken sick on Wednesday, but 
the symptoms of the disease were not dis- 
covered until the next morning. Notice was 
at once sent to the Health Department, it is 
said, by special messenger, but the letter 
conveying it was not opened for several 
hours. Then'an inspector was dispatched to 
the house where the dead child lay and the 
usual placard was posted. .

Thomas Brown was captured yesterday by 
Policeman Osouski after an exciting chase, 
during which he threw away a revolver and 
bowie knife, and was locked up at Central 
Station on a charge of burglary.

The maroon eleven has fairly good ma- 
terial. It has been coached well, but there 
‘seems to have been a lack of unity inthe 
work of the team, which is so essential to 
winning games. The men failed to work to- 
gether, and a listlessness, utterly unaccount- 
able, has been shown on a number of oc- 
casions. Towards the close of the season 
this difficulty seems to have been obviated, 
and the team should make a creditable show- 
ing in the game on Thursday. 


Northwestern’s Work Uniform. 


Northwestern from the start has played 
football of a uniform quality. Its offensive 
work has been almost entirely in the hands 
of the two backs, Potter and Van Doozer, 
who cannot be excelled by the pick of West- 
ern backs in the opinion of many football 
players. On offensive work these two men 
are the best which have appeared in Chicago 
this year, but their defensive work is not 
on a par with their offensive work. It is 
probably the best team Northwestern has 
put in the field. 

Illinois has been a disappointment in 
many respects. The team is a better one 
than its showing indicates. It is essentially 
a home team and has had the greatest num- 
ber of coaches of any team in the West. 
Each man has been carefully taught, but 
the eleven seems slow to avail itself of the 
advantages which are within its reach in 
the games. Its play is spasmodic to a de- 
gree, as was shown in the game with Chi- 


cago. 

. The Illini played an indifferent game in 
the first half. Men who constantly lost 
ground were tried again and again instead 
of allowing others to¢ry. In the second half, 
gwwhen it was too late, the team braced up 
and put up a fast game of football, which 
might class with that of Northwestern or 
Chicago at its best. In the game _ with 
Northwestern at Champaign the playing was 
in Northwestern’s territory, but the Illinois 
team could not win. 


Purdue Falls Behind. 


Purdue has also dropped out of the race, 
losing early in the season to two of ths 
strongest teams in the West—Michigan and 
Minnesota—by scores nearly equal. Purdue 
will play Illinois on Thanksgiving day, and 
the teams are evenly matched, from ailthat 
can be learned. 

This has been a year of decadence among 
athletic association teams, principally owing 
to the action of the college faculties. How- 
ever, the eleven of the Chicago Athletic As- 
sociation is deserving of much more credit 
than it has been accorded this season. Itis 
doubtful if there was a stronger eleven in 
athletic club uniform before the defection of 
six of the players. To Capt. Thompson, as 
much as to any college team or faculty, is 
due credit for maintaining fan amateur 
standing. He has worked hard and has 
devoted his time and energy to making a 
bona fide club team and. has, in the face of 


geemingly insurmountable difficulties, built 


up a team to meet the Boston Athletic Asso- 
ciation eleven. 

The improvement in college athletics and 
particularly in football is directly due to the 
firm stand taken by the college faculties last 
February, and much interest is taken in the 
meeting to be held next week at the Chicago 
Beach Hotel, where rules for 1897 will be 
considered. After this meeting it is likely 
the sport of Western colleges will be as 
purely amateur as any institution in the 
country.

When Eaten They Make Muncie People 
Deathly Sick and Start a Scare. 

Muncie, Ind., Nov. 22.—[Special.]—As a 
result of the ravages of a mad dog a pecullar 
and terrible condition has arisen and the 
city is in the throes of a hydrophobia scare. 

Last Thursday a strange black cur ap- 
peared on the streets, frothing at the mouth 
and snapping at every dog it ran across, 
biting no less than fifty. ‘Tihe police at- 
tempted to kill it, but failed. The next day 
it appeared again and bit some more dogs, 


Strange to say, it did not molest any peo- 


ple, but seemed to have it in for only its 
fellow-creatures. 

On Friday at noon the police were notified 
that the dog had inaugurated a reign of 
terror in the northern part of the city and 
Patrolman Noble Thornburg shot him. 

The dog bled profusely, great pools of 
blood forming on the ground. Before any 
one had time to muster up courage and go 
into tne shed and remove the carcass some 
chickens, numbering about forty, went in 
and drank of the blood and ‘picked at the 
wounds in the carcass. The result was 
startling. Yesterday, as a result of their 


"nauseating diet, they developed such a fe- 


rociousness that they attacked all who came 
near them, even pouncing upon brindle bull- 
dogs and Newfoundlands, putting them to 
flight. They chased-a woman for two 
squares, frightening her so badly that she 
had nervous prostration. 

Several of the afflicted fowis were killed 
and served on the table.

CRONIN. 


ACQUITTED OF THE CHARGE OF ARSON. 


Marie’ and Nellie Cronin are heroines in 
Chicago just now of a trial for arson in 
which they came out with an acquittal, a 
jury in Judge Hutchinson’s court on Satur- 
day giving them their freedom, 

The prosecution undertook to show that 
the two sisters had deliberately burned a 
house in order to get $2,500 insurance on 
$16 worth of furniture they had brought ina 
few days previously. , 

The defense declared that the evidence 


against the two girls was manufactured to | 


procure a conviction. 

The Cronins moved from Omaha to Chi- 
cago last February, and rented a house at 
No. 1239 Thirty-second street. Here they re- 
mained until September. Their house in 
West Omaha had been burned down in the 
summer of 1895, and the Cronins collected 
$500 insurance on the furniture. There was 
nothing suspicious about the fire, however. 
Sept. 1 Marie and Nellie Cronin rented the 
house at No. 1043 Fifty-fourth court, from 
Mrs. Fannie Cannon, No, 1009 Fifty-fourth 
court. The Cronin family moved into the 
house the following day. 

On the day of moving the two girls went 
to the office of the Agricultural Insurance 
company, at No, 5030 Ashland avenue, and 
took out a policy of $2,500 on furniture they 


| said was in their mother’s house in Fifty- 


fourth court. On Sunday morning, Sept. 6, 
the house was burned down. On the follow- 
ing day the two girls went to collect the in- 
surance. They said the entire family had 
been away at the time of the fire. Then 
followed an investigation, the arrest of the 


girls, and the trial. 


The defense set up that the house had been 
struck by lightning during a furious storm 
which was then raging. The Fire Marshal 
swore he had detected a strong odor of gaso- 
line and had found the tin frame of a gaso- 
linecanonan unburned portion of the floor. 
But it could not be proved that the can had 
not been ignited by the fire and exploded, 
instead of being the original cause of the 
blaze. 

The evidence regarding the whereabouts 
of the girls on the night of-the fire was pe- 
culiarly tangled. The defense sought to 
prove an alibi, and brought testimony to 
show that they hed passed the night at 
Bridget O’Keefe’s house, No. 2049 Quinn 
street, The prosecution brought up as 
counter-testimony proof that the girls had 
been seen on the streét at Morgan and Fifty- 
third streets at 3 o’clock in. the mornine. 

With all this conflicting testimony the jury 
had to wrestle. But the history of the 
Cronin famfly, to which it seemed no stain 
of crime could be attached, threw the bal- 
ance in favor of the girls.

Mrs. Castile and Mrs. Maybrick. 

Chicago, Nov. 14.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 
—All are pleased that Mrs. Castle is liberat- 
ed from an English prison. .This circum- 
stance shows a lowering of the standard 
of much lauded English justice. Still, the 
sefitence of two young women to a long term 
at hard labor for petty larceny, on the same 
day and by the same court, is in sharp con- 
trast. One of the young women, a govern- 
ess, fainted at the pronouncing of the sen- 
tence. That day’s record of an English 
court is not one of Dickens’ iliustrations 
of the injustice and inhumanity of those 
courts. It is reality. In this connection, 
who has not thought of Mrs. Maybrick? 
There is an American woman confined in 
prison at hard labor for life, on conviction 
of a crime which was never proved against 
her, nor any threat, or desire, or shadow 
of reason whatever for the commission of 
the crime was ever proved or even set forth. 
‘Nor was any reasonable or proper oppor- 
tunity given for a defense. What we do 
know of the case is that the jury brought in 
a verdict of guilty as instructed and direct- 
ed by the infamous Judge and Mrs. May- 
brick was immediately sentenced to death. 
Why the sentence was not carried out and 
why she was imprisoned instead, we do not 
know. That the Judge soon became insane 
we also know and at that we do not wonder. 
We also know that the Judge was knighted 
by the Queen of England. Perhaps that 
was done to soothe his perturbed spirit. 
It has since been proven that Mr. May- 
‘brick, who died, was addicted to the use of 
arsenic, and that it was through that use 
that he died. But that developinent was 
not considered in behalf of the innocent and 
unhappy woman. She must suffer on lest 
her release might be a reflection on the 
Judge and on English courts, At one time 
some steps were taken by the British Home 
Office concerning the case, because Mrs. 
Maybrick’s health was reported precarious, 
Inquiries were instituted. Mr. Asquith, the 
Home Secretary, reported that Mrs, May- 
brick was swallowing needles for the pur- 
pose of creating sympathy and that was 
causing internal bleeding. Could anything 
be more preposterous? Had Mr. Cleveland’s 
dilettanti, un-American Ambassador but 
raised his voice in behalf of Mrs. Maybrick 


there is no doubt she would have been re-

In our country the accused is under the 
protection of the court, that he may have 
every means of defense, and may suffer no 
injustice. Here justice is administered on 
ihe principle that it is better that ten guilty 
cnes escape rather than one innocont one 
be punished. And yet if any guilty ones do 
escape it is through the defective jury sys- 
tem, which defection is common to all coun- 
tries and should be remedied. At any rate 
in America juries are not directed as to 
what verdict to render, as in the Maybrick 
case by Judge Fitz Stephens. Amrnican. 


What Shall We Do with the Currencytf 

Chicago, Nov. 10.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—An honest agreement to lay aside 
party prejudice would bea long step towards 
the solution of the problem of the currency. 

The problem is practical, not theoretical. 
The problem is this: What practical action 
shall we take, under present circumstances, 
to remedy admitted evils? How shall we re- 
form the currency? 

The keynote of such reform must be con- 
sérvatism. 

I agree with your line of argument in to- 
day's issue, which implies that it is not 
finance, but folly, to pile up 262 millions of, 
additional bonded debt, whether to supply 
revenue or to redeem greenbacks, which go 
out again to be redeemed again and again. 

Our first step, obviously, is to increase the 
tariff by enough to afford revenue to meet 
expenditures and leave a moderate surplus, 

This, you also urge, on the ground that 
extreme tariff would now be injudicious, as 
it would make it more difficult for conserva- 
tive Democrats to assent and coéperate. 

When we come to consider the greenbacks 
and other demand obligations two courses 
seem open to us. First, the old orthodox 


method of meeting all obligations out of 


revenue, and assessing taxes adequate for 
the purpose. This would involve so great a 
strain that the people would not sanction it. 
And to spread the process of redemption 
oat of revenue over a nmber of years would 
leave us subject, in the meanwhile,jto per- 
haps a more acute crisis, arising from a 
repetition of the “ endless chain ” process 
which we desire to abolish once for all. 

Secondly, there is the more drast{ic, and 
as I think, the more expedient and more ef- 
fectual method of redemption by the issue 
of bonds. This method has been proposed 
by many conservative and practical men. 

This proposal raises some points which 
demand attention. What shall replace the 
retired demand obligations of the govern- 
ment? We are not theorizing. We have to 
deal with the fact that the people demand 
that the volume of paper currency shall 
not be diminished. To increase it now 
would raise a storm, which it is not the in- 
terest of conservative men to provoke. If 
they insist on provoking the storm they 
must take the consequences. 

There is one obvious and safe course 
which involves no radical change, and re- 
quires no new machinery. | 

That course is the expansion of our na- 
tional bank issues. How? There is the Ral- 
timore pran—ioque against assets. In the 
name of common sense, what is an issue 
against bonds deposited but an issue against 
assets? And it is an issue against unques- 
tionable, gilt-edged assets. But a conces- 
sion -might. wisely be made by granting a 
Hcense to issue up to an amount which 
would leave not less than a margin of 10 
‘per. cent of the market price of the bonds. 
There is the question of a tax on issues. 
Now, either the extension of banking facil- 
ities is a great public benefit or it is not. 
I am prepared to meet any one in debate 
who may deny the benefit. 

And if banking is a benefit to the public 
why should the public tax their bene- 
factors? Such a tax is grotesquely unjust. 

The English bank issues are against as- 
sets. But the assets to secure notes are 
kept in the vaults of ch bank. And the 
assets have not always been gilt-edged. 
And the assets have not always been in the 
vaults, as alleged; for example, in the case 
of the City of Glasgow Bank,\ which failed 
for $60,000,000 in 1878. 

The assets to secure our bank issues are 
in the custody of the government, and their 
value cannot be questioned. 

There is another point. Many want to 
have government paper. Well, on the face 
it is bank paper. But look at the reverse 
side. The paper is against national bonds. 
The credit of the Nation secures them. 
They are really and truly government pa- 
per. Those who want bank paper look on 
the face. Those who want government pa- 
per look on the back. Then both are well 
Satisfied. But there is another grumbler 
who wants the issue direct to the people. 
Well, take off the tax and raise the limit 
of issue, and the banks will issue direct to 
the people faster than the government 
could do, and they will keep the notes out.

GENERAL BUSINESS SITUATION IS 
GREATLY IMPROVED. 


~ 


Easier Money’ Markets Waken Slum- 
bering Enterprises—Loan of $3,500,- 
000 Made to Complete the North- 
western Elevated Railroad—Clear- 
ings in the United States Show a 
Marked Improvement — Wholesale 
Trade Maintains Its Promise. 


Distinct improvement has marked the bus- 
iness conditions of the country during the 
last two weeks. Everything is favorable to 
a still better showing, and it will be surpris- 
ing if gains are not shown in every line of 
trade between now and the time for the 
inauguration of McKinley and the meeting 
of Congress which is likely to follow his go- 
ing into office. Enterprises which have 
waited for months for returning confidence 
are now being put upon their feet, money has 
grown easier, and interest rates have de- 
clined. It is true that there is still much 
to be hoped for, but conditions at the pres- 
ent time show euch a marked improvement 
over the months immediately preceding the 
election that even the most pessimistic must 
feel hopeful as to the.future. 

A sample of the effect of returning confi- 
dence is shown in the arrangements now 
completed for a $3,500,000 loan by the North- 
western Elevated railroad. This enterprise, 
which is particularly a Chicago scheme, 
in which the stock is almost entirely held by 
people in this city, had languished for a 
lack of money. Stockholders had failed to 
pay the assessments on their stocks and 
money had grown. so tight that operations 
had to be suspended six monthsago. At the 
time work was stopped was announced 
nothing would be done toward the comple- 
tion of the line until times got better, Times 
have improved sufficiently to enable Mr. 
Yerkes and his associates to practically com- 
plete a deal for the borrowing of ail the 
money needed for the completion of the 
road. Before the election it would have 
been impossible to interest capital in this 
or any other enterprise of like magnitude. 
This is one of the signs of returning pros- 
perity. There are other signs in plenty, and 
before New Year’s there will be millions of 
money in the hands of investors and many 
other enterprises which have slumbered for 
months will have awakened to new life. 


Influx of Foreign Capital. 

The influx of foreign capital is one of the 
gratifying features of the present situa- 
tion. The amount of money that has been 
put at the disposal of American institutions 
by foreign capitalists is already large, and 
there is likely to be a still further increase 
shown. There is now in prospect in Chi- 
cago the completion of a deal which will 
mean the investment of £500,000 ($2,500,000) 
of English capital in a concern which is 
distinctly Western in character. AIl of these 
enterprises mean an increase of business in 
collateral lines. The opening of a mining 
enterprise would mean not only the employ- 
ment of men but orders for machinery, 
material, and supplies, which would have its 
effect upon several lines of trade. While 
one particular enterprise might cut small 
figure in the general business situation, a 
general awakening of industry must follow 
the carrying on of all the deals which are 
in prospect for the immediate future. The 
building of the Northwestern Elevated rail- 
road means orders to iron men, to car build- 
ers, to the manufacturers of electrical ma- 
chinery, and means not only the employ- 
ment of a considerable force of men while 
building is going on, but also the employ- 
ment of others when the road is in operation. 
Its completion will have an effect upon the 
value of real estate in the sections of the 
city which it traverses and in other ways 
will its effect be felt. 

For the first time in several months the 
clearings of the various large cities of the 
country for the week show a substantia! 
increase over the figures for the correspond- 
ing period in last year. In all of.the cities of 
the country there was shown an increase of 
9.3 per cent in the clearings. New York 
heads the list of the principal cities with an 
increase for the week of 18.4 per cent, while 
Boston shows an increase of 10.7 per cent. 
Philadelphia’s showing is not so good. There 
is a decrease of the figures of the correspond- 
ing week of 1895 of 17.9 per cent, while Chi- 
cago shows a decrease of 4 per cent. The 
cities in the United States, exclusive of New 
York, show a decrease of 1.8 per cent in the 
total clearings as compared with average 


decreases of 10 per cent for the weeks pre- 
ceding the election. 


Great Increase in Exports. 


The report of the Treasury Department 
printed in THE TRIBUNE early last week 
makes the best showing of exports of any 
month of the present year and the best with 
one exception of any month in the history 
of the United States. Total exports for 
October amounted to $113,385,597, as com- 
pared with $87,000,972 for October, 1895. In 
December, 1891, the total exports were 
$119,935,896, the greatest of. any month in 
the history of the country. For the ten 
months ending with October the total ex- 
ports were $779,447,000, as compared with 
$645,018,438 for the corresponding ten months 
in last year. Imports for the ten months of 
the present year were $572,461,905, leaving a 
trade balance in the favor of the United 
States of $206,985,482, while for the same ten 
months in last year imports were $676,123,- 
483, leaving a balance against the United 
States of $31,105,045. The hard times of the 
last year have in great measure affected the 
exports and imports of the country. The 
fact that the people of the country were 
hard up has caused the curtailment of the 
luxuries which form a large part of the im- 
ports of the country. The panicky times 
which we have gone through have therefore 
not been without some compensating feat- 
ures. 

Deposits in Chicago banks Rave shown a 
considerable increase during the last week. 
The increase here during the last two weeks 
has been about $15,000,000, which is even 
larger in proportion than in New York, where 
deposits for last week showed an increase 
of $21,987,800, and for the preceding week 
of more than $15,000,000. Interest rates in 
Chicago have not declined with those in 
New York. There has been a distinct im- 
provement in the local situation, however, 
and banks are beginning to show an anxiety 
to find a safe outlet for their money holdings. 
Rates are still maintained ‘at 6 and 7 per 
cent, but nearly all the bankers agree that 
there must be a reduction, as there has been 
in New York. In the local stock market 
there has been little activity, and quotations 
— not held up to those of the preceding 
week. 

Conservative jobbers are finding trade in- 
creasing as fast as they expected, and an- 
ticipation of a return to normal conditions 
bids fair to be reajized. Low rates on the 
railways brought a large influx of buyers 
the close of the previous week, and their 
trade extended over into the larger part of 
last week, so that someof the jobbing houses 
were thronged with out-of-town buyers. 
This was particularly true of the shoe trade. 
The close of the week the colder weather 
‘also stimulated business, Sales of boots, 
shoes, and rubber goods were immense, but 


Traveling men say that thére is a marked 
improvement in the demand, especially in 
the Northwest. . 

» While hides are scarce and stocks in the 
country are firmly held, tanners as a rule 
are not disposed to pay further advances for 
a téme at least. They are afraid the shoe 
tratie will mot keep pace with the advances 
already scored in raw materials. Leather 
has shown a tendency to lag behind hides. 
At present prices the export demand, which 
was very heavy before the boom, shows 
signs of falling off. Packers’ hides are 
atrong, but the rapid advance appears to be 
checked for a time. 

Wool values are ruling more steady. 
Holders refuse to make any'concessions, but 
are more disposed to listen to bids. In the 
West holders’ views are even more stiff than 
at primary markets. Manufacturers are 
making inquiries and buying some lines, 
but they say they cannot do much till the 
fate of the Dingley bill is decided. While it 
is considered only as a relief measure, local 
dealers are exceedingly anxious to see the 
bill passed. They say that if some duty 
is not put upon wool the manufacturers will 
be filled up with foreign product, and that 
will hurt the home market.all the year. Re- 
lief from a Republican Congress, they say, 
could not come in time to help the present 
clip. If the Dingley bill does not go through 
it is possible the present firmness may be 
dissipated. Late in the week many holders 
were feeling blue over the seeming improb- 
ebility of the bill’s passage. 

The gratifying record in the dry goods 
trade was well maintained. Many travel- 
ing men started out and report good sized 
orders. The demand for knit underwear 
is the principal feature.. The tendency

A big ex- 
port business has been done to Australia, 
and the outlook there is admittedly bad. So 
far as Russia is concerned, any information 
offered last week was bullish. Reports re- 
warding the Argentine crop are conflicting, 
ut the prospects seem fair for a good crop, 
which with harvest so near ought to escape 
damage by locusts. The movement of wheat 
jin the Northwest was heavy considering the 
assurances from the best people in thespring 
jwheat trade that farmers’ deliveries have 
fallen off and that a large percentage of 
ithe crop has gone out of farmers’ hands. 
j;Last week the two principal terminal mar- 
&ets had 5,188 cars of wheat, as against 
3,724 the previous week, and 6,703 the same 
jweek last year. There has been an excellent 
cash business, and practically everything in 
(Chicago of contract grade commands a pre- 
gium of some kind. Clearances for the 
jweek were far in excess of those of the 
game week in 1895. : 

There has really been but little in the 
general situation to induce selling or to 
explain a net loss for the week of 3c a 
you. The shadiow of the December liquida- 
tion was over the market and the weakness 
developed in local circles in consequence in- 
fected other domestic and foreign markets. 
Speculative trade is still in moderate vol- 
yume and professional in character. This 
wrofessional trade has been educated up to 
gun from the actual property and the fear 
of the liquidation of contracts of an active 
delivery month, fostered possibly by the ele- 
vator men, has caused weakness. It is not 
easy to harmonize the theory of fear of 
peliveries with the actual conditions of cash 
demand in which No. 2 spring wheat, the 
jeast attractive of the three kinds deliver- 
able on contract, is wanted at a premium 
of %@2c over December price. 


Bugbear of December Liquidation. 


The most consistent bulls recognized the 
yugbear of liquidation and December de- 
liveries as a factor, and people who now be- 
lieve that its influence has been discounted 
fully were among the active sellers on the 
down grade. Until it is out of the way the 
market will not respond to the more legiti- 
mate influences. Last week’s market for 
December wheat covered a 5c rangeand was 
hard to follow by scalpers. Fluctuations 
were frequent and violent, and a great part 
of the time it was not possible to trade 
within a satisfactory fraction either way 
from the nominal market. Considerations in 
wheat for three months have been of a sen- 
sational character, and the market is highly 
nervous and sensitive. 

Large quantities of new corn, grading 
mainly No. 4, depressed not only the cash 
market for that cereal but was felt to the 
detriment of prices in speculative trade. There 
was free selling not only by the usual corn con- 
tingent, but also by the wheat trade, and prices 
declined 2\4c as compared with the close of Satur- 
day of the preceding week. New No. 4 got to 17Tc. 
On Saturday, however, came a slight feaction. 
The big increase in carlots expected did not ma- 
terialize. The week’s run was only 1,749 cars, 
which was not much over half the receipts for the 
same week last year. The colder weather also 
helped the new corn to grade better, and tie ele- 
vator concerns were in the market as buyers. 
However, the shipping demand was oniy fair. 
The East apparently was well supplied. During 
the week St. Louis dumped a good deal of long 
stuff in the pit and local longs liquidated to an 
extent that leaves the market in better shape for 
an up-turn. However, corn is in a condition to 
have prices shaped largely by the course of other 
grain. Withdragvals from store were fair at 
1,825.000 bu,-. buf chiefly on old contracts. The 
week's seaboard clearances were 2,976,000 bu. Ar- 
gentine shipments were 1,320,000 bu. 

The oats market was active and nervous, sym- 
esteceyp with both wheat and corn, Several 
ongs unloaded large quantities, but the suvport 
was brisk at times. he shipping demand was a 
trifie slow, the East being wel! filled up. The 
grading of new oats shows no improvement, and 
this acts 4s a weight.
